A bout 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon an 
accident, which* w ill in all probability 
result fatally, occurred at th e w orks of 
th e Los Angeles* Ice and Cold Storage 
C om pany, on M esquite street. 
Two car­ 
penters, nam ed EL. R ichm ond an d P . F. 
R yan, were engaged in repairing some 
fram ework on top of one of th e generators, 
in w hich th e gas is m ade for th e purpose 
of m anufacturing ice, w hen, w ithout a 
m om ent’s w arning, th e 
m achine ex ­ 
ploded, and th e h ead of th e generator 
was blown into th e air w ith a terrific 
report. 
Both m en w ere h urled to a dis­ 
tance of som e th irty feet or m ore from 
th e m achine, an d w hen picked up by th e 
horrified em ployees, w ho rushed to th e 
spot on hearing th e report, it was found 
th at they w ere eerionsly injured. 
Drs. 
K. D. W ise and P. T. H uckina were sum ­ 
m oned by telephone, and th e m en w ere 
conveyed to th e ir hom es,w here th e m edi­ 
cal m en exam ined th em and atten d ed to 
their injuries. 
R ichm ond, who resides 
on th e corner of S eventh and M ateo 
streets was found to have sustained a dis­ 
location of th e rig h t eloow , and in ad ­ 
dition to a severe shcck to the system , 
was badly lacerated in various parts of 
the body. 
R yan was m ore seriously 
h u rt, and cannot possibly recover from 
his injuries. 
H is left thigh bone was 
fractnred, h is pelvis w as sh attered , and 
he received such in tern al injuries as 
would alone preclude all possibility of 
recovery. 
H e w as conveyed to his resi­ 
dence on P alm street, betw een Sixth 
and C incinnati, an d a t a late hour last 
n ig h t was sinking rapidly. 
T h e accident 
was entirely unforeseen. 
T he loudness 
of th e explosion m ay be gathered from 
the fact th a t it wae distinctly heard by 
residents in th e vicinity of P earl and 
Figueroa streets.

At th e opening of th e m orning session 
th e d irect exam ination of Colonel Rus­ 
sell, w hich h ad begun th e e*ening be- 
iore, was com pleted. 
H e acknow ledged 
th a t his system of book-keeping had n ot 
boon vory elaborate, and th a t in fact he 
knew very little abuut the business. 
H e 
adm itted th a t he did not hav e vouchers 
or receipts for th e m oney w hich h e h ad 
in all cases paid out, but explained th a t 
th e reason for th is was th a t they were 
m islaid. 
The cross-exam ination conducted by 
Judge Advocate G. W iley W ells w as long 
and searching. 
H e w ent over th e v ari­ 
ous business transactions indicated in 
th e books, and explained them so far as 
th ey adm itted of explanation. 
As to the 
note w hich M ajor W illard had been com ­ 
pelled to pay he had draw n it to pay for 
the rent of th e hall. 
T he witneeB ad ­ 
m itted th a t he h ad taken the m oney of 
th e E agle Corps to pay for th e billiard 
table for com panies A and C , but he had 
done so w ith the consent of a num ber of 
m em bers of th e corps. 
H e ,7&s unable 
to m ention th e nam es of m ore th an two 
of these, how ever. 
In th e afternoon C aptain S tarin was 
sum m oned. 
H e testified in a general 
way to the effect th a t th e m em bers of 
th e Eagle Corps w ere alw ays well satis­ 
fied at the m an n er in w hich th e finances 
of th e organization w ere looked out for 
by Colonel R ussell. 
They believed th at 
h e was paying m oney o ut of h is own 
pocket for the support of th e corps, and 
th a t w ithout him it would have com e to 
an end. 
Sergeant G oughner, w ho was a m em ­ 
ber of th e corps w hen it was in e x ist­ 
ence, testified th a t everybody in the 
organization b ad confidence in Colonel 
R ussell.

C. Stone, th e Soancial secretary of 
th e corps, also declared th a t he believed 
Colonel R ussell conducted th e m oney af­ 
fairs of th e organization in a correct 
style. 
At th e evening session Colonel R ussell 
was placed upon th e stan d and Btarted 
in to ex p lain an item of $2,900 w hich he 
had charged u p to h is credit on the 
books in 1S8G, before th e com m ission of 
inquiry w as held.

by Judge A dvocate W ells on the ground 
th a t it h ad been agreed n ot to go back of 
th e lim it of two years in th e investiga­ 
tion.

More th en introduced D r. W alter Lind- 
ley, president of th e State M edical ¡Soci­ 
ety an d S uperintendent of th e State R e­ 
form Schools. 
A m ong th e good thiDgs 
in Dr. L indley’s address w ere th e follow­ 
in g : 
T he penal institutions of th is land, 
originally intended to be a boon to m an. 
have become great catacom bs in w hich 
the souls of m en are buried. 
A few days 
ago th e jailor of Los A ngeles county told 
m e th ere were n in ety -th ree in m ates of 
th e ja il, and th a t over half of them are 
u n d er 21. 
W hat a pity th a t the State 
does not try to m ake her w ayw ard boys 
better, in stead of putting them in w ith 
old crim inals, w here they are sure to be 
oome worse. 
I know a young m an of 
ex cellent fam ily whom m any of you 
know personally, w ho is serving a five 
y ea rs’ sentence in one of our penitenti­ 
aries because he signed a fictitious nam e 
in order to get tw o dollars and a half. 
W h at does th e S tate do w ith this bov ? 
I t sim ply uses five of th e beet years of 
h is life in a jute m ill, and turns him ont 
crushed or hardened. 
W hat a great re- 
apoeibility hum anity assum es iu th u s 
displaying 
her 
inhum anity. 
These 
boya 
who 
are 
in 
our 
jails 
an d 
penitentiaries 
are 
hot 
a 
sm all 
portion of those who dem and carefui sur­ 
veillance and kind instruction from the 
State. 
There is never a week but b^ys 
an d girls are brought before our police 
judges and diecharged, because th e a u ­ 
thorities hesitate to p u t the crim inal 
b rand upon them . T here are also, in the 
public schools of every large city, boys 
an d girls who, instead of being cared for 
for four hours a day, should be steadily 
in charge of som e person who would 
guide th eir steps aright. 
There are also 
in th e schools boys and girls who spend 
th ree or four hours a day in our public 
schools and th e balanoe of th e tim e with 
th e ir m others in houses of prostitution. 
A ll sued should not sim ply be rem oved 
from sinful environm ent and given a 
com m on school 
education, 
but they 
should be m ade proficient in some honor­ 
ab le m eans of earning a livelihood, and 
th e sp ark of hope w hich God im planted 
in each one of them should be fanned into 
* blaze of laudable am bition. 
Today 
th ere are institutions for this purpose in 
over half of the States of this Union. 
Philanthropic citizens of C alifornia have 
long seen the dem and for such a school 
in th is State, and have succeeded in es­ 
tablishing it 
after 
efforts 
extending 
over the period from th e fifties to a year 
ago, w hen, on M arch 11, 1889, “ an act 
to estab lish a S tate Reform School for 
ju v en ile 
offenders 
and 
to 
m ake 
an 
appropriation 
therefor,” 
becam e 
a law 
by 
receiving 
the 
approviug 
signature cf th e G overnor. 
A fter visits 
to various E astern institutions, th e cot 
tag e or 
fam ily system was adopted 
T h is is a system w here, as th e farm er 
irom tim e to tim e during th e w inter goes 
to hie cellar and sorte bis apples, putting 
th e rotten in one barrel, th e half rotten 
in another, th e sim ply specked in an 
o th er aDd the sound ones by them selves; 
so the authorities w here the cottage sys­ 
tem h as been adopted, separate the 
m orally rotten, half rotten, specked and 
sim ply hom eless boys from each o ther 
an d place the m em bers of each grade in 
a cottage to them selves. 
Form erly all 
of these schools w ere in reality juvenile 
penitentiaries. 
T here were iron bars, 
g rated 
windows and arm ed 
guards. 
Toduy instead of guards there are teach­ 
ers and kind, C hristian w om en, who are 
m o th ers to the pupils, and instead of 
using fire-arms they nee faith, hope and 
love. 
W ho are eligible? The bill pro­ 
vides, first, th a t w hen any boy or girl 
betw een th e ages of ten and sixteen is 
convicted, before any court of com petent 
ju risd iction, of any crim e w hich, com ­ 
m itted by an ad u lt, would be punishable 
by im prisonm ent in th e county jail or 
pen iten tiary, such 
juvenile 
offender 
should 
be 
com m itted 
to

for 
a 
term 
of 
not 
less 
th a n 
one 
nor 
m ore 
than 
five years. 
(T his, I think, is an error. 
W hen a sick m an is sen t to a hospital he 
is sen t to rem ain un til he is well, not for 
an y certain p erio d ; th is should be th e 
plan w ith th e m >rally sick ) 
Second, 
a child under 16 accused before a G rana 
J u ry m ay, instead of being indicted, be 
com m itted to th e reform school. 
Third, 
an y child between 'h e ages of 10 and 16 
accused of anv crim e, except a capital 
crim e or an attem p t to com m it such a 
crim e, 
m ay, w ith 
his 
own consent., 
a t any stage of th e 
proceedings, be 
com m itted to the guardianship of this in- 
atitution 
F ourth, all children of the 
aam e age accused of a crim e shall be en ­ 
titled to a private exam ination previous 
to trial and com m itted to th e institution 
w ith o u t publicity. 
F ifth , a child may 
be adm itted on com plaint of parent or 
guardian th a t th e child is beyond his 
pow er to control. 
S ixth, children be­ 
tween 10 and 18 m ay be com m itted by auy 
perior judge, on com plaint of m other or 
guardian, when th e father is dead, has 
abandoned his fam ily, or is an habi.nal 
dru n k ard and does not provide for the 
fam ily, w hen such child is destitute of a 
suitable hom e or ad eqaate m eans of ob­ 
taining an h onest living, or is being 
brought up to lead an im m oral or idle 
Dfe, and w here such m other or guardian 
is unable to provide th e proper tmpport 
an d care for 6uch child. 
D r. Lindley then alluded briefly to the 
aim s and objects of reform atory institu­ 
tions, stating th a t #th e v should he form a­ 
tive as well as reform atory, and to the 
various industries th a t would be taught 
th e boys in th e institution. 
“ Technical E d u catio n ,” by M iss Helen 
Cooley, of th e S tate norm al school of 
this city, was an ab le effort to show the 
usefulness of in dustrial train in g in con 
nection w ith tyie regular lessons; sketch­ 
ing the progress of th e idea th a t m ental 
culture and m anual culture should ac 
com pany each o th er, and show ing the 
m any advantages of devoting a portion 
of the tim e spent a t school to manual 
training, th a t eye, ear, hand and brain 
m ight be alike quick and skillful when 
th e “ finished” pupil is turned out of the 
school mill. 
Mias Margaret Schallenberger, of San 
Jose normal school, rejul a paper on 
"Olay Modeling,” exhibiting the work 
done by the younger pupila in the school 
nnder her charge. 
The little lady was 
full of enthusiasm , her paper waa inter­ 
estin g and ahe was ao full of her subject 
th a t bar written remarks continually sug­ 


gested others, which she interspersed 
with the reading. 
Some of the claim s 
she m ade for the study are as follow s: 
Olay m odeling helps in th e study of all 
other studies. 
To do this, th e teacher 
m ust do m uch thinking, b u t it is so. The 
train in g of th e hand, when conducted 
w ith judgm ent and in accordance w ith 
pedagogical principles, is a great addition 
to a child’s m ental furnishing, especially 
in arousing those m ental faculties th a t lie 
dorm ant or are 
but slightly aroused 
u nder th e usual school training. 
E duca­ 
tion is not th e m ere acquisition of know l­ 
edge, but th e ability to use the know ledge 
aquired. 
A ll of the faculties m ust be 
trained, n o t merely the m em ory. 
The 
h an d s m ust be em ployed as well as the 
eyes and ears, or they justify th e adage 
relating to idle hands, and get into m is­ 
chief. 
All psychologists agree th a t long 
before a child can mem orize or reason he 
can observe. 
H ere is w here clay m odel­ 
ing com es in w ith the younger scholars. 
It teaches them through th e perceptive 
faculties. 
H abits of unaided observation 
are fostered and reasoning th u s encour­ 
aged by clay m odeling, that, though the 
sam e 
results 
m ay be accom plished 
through other m eans, cannot be accom ­ 
plished w ith 
a* 
little expense 
and 
trouble or so com pletely 
as 
in this 
w ay. 
The child is also taught to m ake 
use of h is observations in a practical 
w ay, and thus he is liable to continue 
observant in th e future, a result not 
likely to be attained through th e ordin 
ary course of study. 
These perceptive 
pow ers should b9 exercised w hile the 
child is young an d not w hen it has 
grown old enough to reason. 
The ideas 
of form and size and th e ability to form 
a judgm ent relative to th e sam e, are 
more easily taught to the young child 
th an th e older one. 
M iss Schallenberger 
illustrated by m eans of several little 
stories how clay m odeling assisted th e 
study of arithm etic, w riting, reading, 
geography, etc., and k ept attention and 
interest fixed upon hereelf and her sub­ 
ject th e entire tim e th a t she occupied 
the platform . 
The two little ones who illustrated th e 
music system of San Diego th e day b e­ 
fore, M abel Sim pson and M aster Cale 
Tyler, were brought upon th e platform 
at 
th is 
point, 
by 
request, 
and 
sang “ 8even Tim es One Are S even,” 
very sw eetly, w ith th e m otion exercise 
attached 
R osam ond 
R . 
Johnston, 
of O ak­ 
land, explained in 
a lengthy paper, 
th e necessity for th e study of th e effects 
of alcoholics upon th e hum an body, in 
the public schools. 
This paper com pleted th e m orning 
program m e, and th e teachers adjourned 
to th e church parlors, w here som ew hat 
m ore com plete arrangem ents had been 
made by th e C ongregational ladies for 
serving dinner than they h ad th e day 
before. 
The dinner was a good one, but 
it is doubtful if m ore atten tio n w as paid 
to th e viands th an was paid th e fine col­ 
lection of draw ings 
by Los Angeles 
school children, w hich, under th e direct­ 
ion of Mrs B radfield, adorned the walls 
and attracted on all th ree days of the 
convention m uch attention and favorable 
com m ent from th e visitors. 
T he draw ­ 
ings w ere excellent sam ples of the ability 
of the scholars as well as of th e teachers. 
They w ere m ainly designs of decorations 
and ornam ental work and in com petition 
w ith o ther cities th ere is no doubt but 
Lob A ugeles would carry off th e prize.

P ersonal enthusiasm in the 
persons of L u th er, Crom well and— for 
more m odern 
instances— Stanley 
and 
Edison, had in various fields accom- 
plisi ed im m ense results iu good done 
and people benefited. 
H um an nature, 
like iron, to be bent readily m ust be 
heated. 
E nthueiaem is earnestness at a 
w hite heat. 
A successful teacher can 
only be an enthusiastic one. 
T he great 
sources 
of 
enthusiasm 
are love for 
conntry and love for h um anity. 
W e 
m ust have h eart in our work, even if 
we are so z ^ lo u a as to be called cranks. 
A one-idead m an is alw ays so called, but 
no success can be attain ed 
through 
divided work. 
W heD we consider the 
power for good or ill th a t we possess if 
we have any love for h u m an ity it should 
m ake us enthusiastic and un tirin g in our 
work to so form the young m inds under 
our care as to m ake them useful citizens 
and successful m en and women in the 
future life before them . 
T he report of th e com m ittee on the 
d e a 'h of S uperintendent Jo h n L W il­ 
son, of Colana, was h ere presented. 
Resolutions of respect for his m em ory 
were read, and a q uartette, consisting of 
Prof. F A. M olvueaux, of Pom ona; J . 
A Poshay, if M onrovia; W . D. Tow ns­ 
end and M elville Dozier, sang an appro­ 
priate -election. 
After various feeling 
and eloquent tributes to th e deceased 
m an by H on. Ira G. H oitt, P. M. F isher 
and S uperintendent M urphy, of O ak­ 
land, the resolutions 
as 
read 
w ere 
adopted by a unanim ous rising vote. 
J . B M iC hesney, as a com m ittee on 
the president's address, reported th a t the 
com m ittee especially approved of Prof. 
M ire’s rem arks on m oral and religious 
education in th e schools, and recom 
on- nded th e publication of th e e n tire ad­ 
d re ss in the Pacific School Journal. 
Toe 
recom m endation w as A dopted by a unani­ 
mous vote. 
T bs secretary reported a m em bership 
enrolled at present of about six hundred 
w ith m ore nam es still unrecorded. 
T he 
m inutes of th e tw o past days were ap ­ 
proved w ithout reading. 
C ounty 
S uperintendent Seam an, in 
th e nam e of th e county board, presented 
Mr. A 'herton, as a representative of the 
San Diego delegation, w ith a beautiful 
floral ladder “ em blem atic of th e educa­ 
tional ladder up w hich we are all clim b­ 
ing, and np w hich San Diego h as m ade 
great progress ” 
M r. A therton, though 
taken by surprise, responded in a feeling 
and appropriate m anner. 
The report of the treasurer show ed a 
total expenditure since m eeting last year 
of $447.70, receipts of $664,20 and cash 
in th e hands of th e treasurer am ounting 
to $230 00 
Mr. M cChesney spoke in favor of hav­ 
ing th e entire proceedings of th e conven­ 
tion printed. 
Much discussion followed. 
One m an stated th a t th e publication 
would cost $500, w hile another thought 
some paper would publish it w ithout ex ­ 
pense to th e association. 
F inally, a 
com m ittee of five, consisting of M essrs 
Babcock, Pierce, W ilson, R aym ond and 
D rake were appointed to have th e pro­ 
ceedings printed if it coaid be done w ith­ 
out expense to th e association; and a 
m eeting of th e com m ittee was called at 
once.

The 
reading of tlie letter was received w ith 
applause. 
D. C. C lark m ade a m otion th a t $50 bo 
appropriated, in addition to th e $50 voted 
th e day previous, to still further re 
im hurse th e secretary. Miss M orrison, for 
h er expenditures in attending th e m eet­ 
ings. 
Miss M orrison protested, b u t the 
m otion passed unanim ously. 
T he com m ittee on resolutions 
pre­ 
sented th e following series of resolutions, 
the reading of m any of them being re­ 
ceived w ith applause. 
T he resolutions 
were in effect as follow s: 
F irst. 
T h at th ere should bo estab ­ 
lished a N ational D epartm ent of P u b lic 
Instruction, presided over by a S ecretary 
who should be a m em ber of th e P res i- 
d e n t’s Cabinet^ 
Second. 
T h a t th e association is in 
favor of Spooner’s am endm ent to the 
B lair E ducational bill, providing for the 
distribution of th e surplus am ong the 
States in proportion to th e illiteracy of 
th e children in th e State of a school age. 
T hird. 
T hat a copy of th e foregoiug 
resolutions be sent to th e R epresenta­ 
tives in Congress. 
F ourth. 
T h at we com m end th e work 
of th e State R eading C ircle and recom ­ 
m end it to th e consideration of our 
teachers. 
§ 
F ifth. ^ T h at th e State should assum e 
th e publication of our proceedings in the 
State printing office at Sacram ento. 
Sixth. 
T h at no papers hereafter be 
presented or read by others th a n the 
authors. 
Seventh. 
T h a t it is th e d uty of all 
teachers to devote proper a tten tio n to 
physical, m ental an d m oral cu ltu re, and 
to give especial consideration to the 
lessons on th e evil effects of alcoholics. 
E ighth. T hat we hail w ith pleasure the 
introduction of such schools as th e Cogs­ 
well school at San Francisco an d the 
Leland Stanford U niversity at Palo Alto, 
and favor th e introduction of m anual 
training into our regular public school 
course of study. 
N inth. 
T h a t th an k s are due Prof. K en­ 
nedy for bringing the interesting exhibit 
from the Cogswell school, and his paper 
on th e s a m e ; to M iss Schallenberger for 
h er able paper and exposition of clay 
m odeling. 
T enth. 
T hanks to th e San Diego and 
P asadena delegation for th e ir beautiful 
displays of kindergarten work. 
E leventh. 
T h a t we return th a n k s to 
the M ayor and all others at Stockton for 
th eir kind invitation to hold our next 
convention there, w ith th e hope th a t the 
invitation m ay be renew ed at som e future 
tim e. 
Tw elfth. 
T h a t we return our th an k s to 
Hon. Ira G. H oitt for his sy m pathetic in­ 
terest in th e schools of th e southern 
counties. 
T h irteenth. 
T h at a vote of th a n k s be 
given to C ounty S uperintendent Sea­ 
m an, 
C ity 
S uperintendent 
F riesner, 
M ayor H . T. H azard and H on. S tephen 
M. W hite for th e ir kind efforts in con­ 
nection w ith th e reception on Tuesday 
night. 
F ourteenth. 
T hanks to th e local com ­ 
m ittee of arrangem ents for th e ir efforts 
in behalf of the-convention. 
F ifteenth. 
T h an k s to P resident More 
and Secretary M orrison, who arranged 
the excellent program m e for th e present 
session. 
S ixteenth. 
T h a t we re ta ra our thanks 
to th e daily press of this city, and es­ 
pecially em phasize th e statem en t of our 
appreciation of th e careful, full and ac­ 
curate reports they have published of 
our m eetings.

T hanks to th e teachers of 
Los A ngeles an d San Diego counties for 
m erging th e ir county in stitutes in the 
m eeting of th e State A ssociation.

Mrs. K ate K ennedy, for tw enty five years 
a successful teacher and alw ays one of 
us. 
These resolutions w ere adopted by a 
large m ajority, objection 
being m ade 
only to th e second and the six th in th e 
list. 
P resident M ore th en 
called 
Prof. 
K ennedy, president elect, to th e 
p la t­ 
form , and surrendered th e chair to him 
with a few appropriate rem arks, saying, 
as he held out th e g av e l: 
“ T his gavel, 
em blem of your au thority, is m ade of 
orange wood, grown on th e grounds of 
the State N orm al School. 
T he original 
intention was to m ake th e handle of olive 
wood and th e head of orange, sym boliz­ 
ing the duty of th e president to hold th e 
olive brancn of peace betw een the two 
orange belts.” 
Prof. K ennedy replied, th an k in g th e 
association for th e honor conferred upon 
him , and stating 
th a t it w as his in ­ 
tention to enaeavor to m A ke the San 
Diego m eeting of th e association still 
more a success than th e present. 
Tde other officers-elect w ere then con­ 
ducted to th e platform by Prof. H o itt 
and Prof. C lark and introduced to th e 
association and th e president. 
On m otion, th e convention rose and 
sang “ Auld Lang S yne,” led by Prof. 
Foshay, and P resident K ennedy declared 
the m eeting adjourned.

“ The exact am o u n t,” said Colonel E. 
E. H ew itt, of the S outhern Pacific yes­ 
terday, “ of th e San Pedro harbor appro 
priation w hich rem ains unexpended is 
$128,000.15. 
It has been lying unused 
for som e tim e for th e reason th a t no one 
would tak e th e contract: for th e work. 
The contract has been tak en by a 8an 
Diego firm , G eddes & A xm an, I believe 
They are having th e dredger b uilt now 
in San Francisco, and w ill begin the 
work on th e first of Ju n e. 
“ The dredging will be done on th e bar 
at th e entrance of 
th e h arb o r. 
The 
channel inside is all rig h t an d deep 
enough to ad m it the largest coast steam ­ 
ers. 
If a few feet m ore could be taken 
off th e bar and th e channel w idened, th e 
harbor will be in good condition to ac­ 
com m odate a large q u an tity of ocean 
traffic. 
“ I t is a fact not generally k n ew n ,” 
continued Colonel H ew itt, “ th a t the 
force of th e cu rren t is operating to stead­ 
ily w ash out an d im prove th e channel. 
A few days ago th e captain of th e Corona, 
of th e C oast line, cam e 
in over the 
barivt low tide and found a depth of th ir 
teen feet. 
T his would m ake nineteen 
feet at high tide, or f.aough to accom m o­ 
date th e largest vessel of th e C oast line. 
If th e work oi uatu re can be assisted 
only a little th ere will be a vast im prove­ 
m ent ia th e condition of th e h arb o r. 
I 
th in k there is no question th a t th is Con­ 
gress w ill ap p ro p riate enough at le ast to 
keep up th is w ork.”

CROOK AND THE APACHES. 
T he correspondence betw een General 
8 h erid an and B rigadier G eneral Crook, 
from M arch 26th to A pril 5, 1886, con­ 
cern in g th e A pache In d ia n s, was tra n s­ 
m itted to th e Senate today. 
Crook a c ­ 
cepted the su rrender of th e hostiles on 
th e condition th a t they be sent east not 
exceeding two years, w ith th e ir fam ilies. 
Subsequently G erónim o and a num ber of 
braves escaped. 
Crook was inform ed 
th a t th e escape occasioned great disap­ 
poin tm en t at W ashington, and th a t as an

The Approaching Campaign—The 
Democracy. 
The indications point to a long cam­ 
paign and to the eariy assembling of the 
nominating coeventi ons oí the respective 
parties this year. The special efforts 
which have been pat forth by his friends 
to compass the nomination of Governor 
W aterman by the Republicans are 
mainly responsible for this premature 
activity. 
The prospect for the nomocracy never 
looked better than today. The disgust 
at Harrison's inane administration is 
nowhere more pronounced than in this 
8tate. This quite general party dissatis­ 
faction has been intensified by the 
coarse of the Ropablican majority in the 
House of Representatives. There are 
multitudes of the Republicans who are 
not a t all satisfied with Reed’s autocracy, 
hot that is by no means the most poten­ 
tial cause of Republican disaffection. 
The Committee of Ways and Means, in- 
etead of reducing the tariff, are actually 
increasing the existing duties. In ad­ 
dition, the only place where a reduction 
is attempted is in sugar, and the cat there 
is large enough to strangle the 
infant beet sugar industry in this 
titate. 
The

tual Insurance bill in this State 
is 
another of 
the many causes 
which will lead a great many Republi­ 
cans to vote the Democratic ticket. 
W hen to all these cauces of discontent 
is added the facts that this is the famous 
“ off” year, and that his fellow Republi­ 
cans are more ‘ ‘offish” than usual with 
Harrison, all the conditions are disclosed 
for a sweeping Democratic triumph. 
This should be victory all along the 
lines. ' The Democracy ought to elect 
their Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, 
-State officers, Supreme Court jndgee, 
and, more particularly, a majority of 
both branches of the legislature; and, 
with anything like a thorough organiza­ 
tion and competent leadership, they will 
•do so. A. Democrat may be encountered 
occasionally who says that his party will 
elect the Governor bat that the Repub­ 
licans will elect the legislature. Such 
talk ought le be frowned down by all 
Democrats who desire to see their party 
restored at an earlyday to the control 
of the national government. It ought 
to be easier to elect a Democratic legis­ 
lature than a Democratic Governor, 
and it will be 
unless there is 
damning tradin g and treachery in the 
party management. 
There is a large 
new Republican vote in Southern Cali­ 
fornia which does not count in the elec­ 
tions for members of the legislature, 
bat which will figare in the vote for 
Governor. Toe members of that body 
are the same in number ae in 1830, and 
while the Republicans may have cap­ 
tured a few of them, »1 the election were 
to be held on the basis of the censúe of 
1890 they would carry a great many 
more districts 4han they will be able to 
show under the present apportion meat. 
'The Democratic party needs all the 
'United States Senators it can get; and, 
for the reasons shown, if there is square 
dealing, it ought to carry the legislature 
if it elects its Governor. The talk to 
which we alinde is haced upon the 
assumption that Senator Stanford desires 
to be bis own successor, and there is 
supposed to be some magic in bis per­ 
sonality that will enable the Republicans 
to carvy the legislature. 
To speak 
frankly, there is an idea abroad tfcat 
certain members of the Democracy 
design betraying their party. 
With 
all due respect to Senator Stan­ 
ford, these is nothing in either hie 
persoa or. career that ought to lead any 
Democrat to seek to return him to the 
United States Senate. His great bene­ 
factions and amiable personal character 
may be recognized without investing his 
politics with any special glamour. 
Thorough organization is the ground­ 
work of moat political victories, and the 
local Demooracy ought to begin to get 
into line at once. The Iroquois Club 
ought to be expanded and energized and 
every precinct of Los Angeles county 
shonld be attended to, and every consid­ 
erable town ongkt to have a live clnb. 
It wonld be well to have a Democratic 
Clnb for the City gf Los Angeles, which 
should have an eye more especially for 
local and municipal work. 
There is no reason why the coming 
campaign on the Democratic side shonld 
not be enthusiastic and victorious. 
Should a Congress Republican in both 
branches adjourn without some substan­ 
tial concession to the silver interests the 
manifold causes of Republican disgust 
will bs graced by a becoming capsheaf.

The interest which has all at once 
been developed amongst oar Republican 
contemporaries of Los Angeles in the 
gubernatorial question is passing strange 
There is a mysterious simultaneousness 
about it quite as impressive as Bill Nye’e 
celebrated signature to the circus pros­ 
pectus, in which he announced the ad­ 
vent of “ Liver Pad,” the grand lion, 
whose only food was fresh Ohio men. 
Whatever is the cause of this simalta 
neousness, it is simultaneous beyond 
measure. All these great intellectual 
engines of political opinion and power are 
now oiling up their pistons and packing 
and lubricating their fire boxes. To drop 
a line of simile which would become too 
complicated if persevered in,every Repub­ 
lican journal of the City of the Angels has 
pranced gaily into the political arena and 
scored for a race which is somewhat re- 
motej one would think, considering that 
the elections in this State take place two 
months later than before the adoption of 
the new constitution. 
The Tribune stands on impregnable 
ground. In carrying the colors of our 
present gracious Governor, “ Strictly 
Business” R. W. Waterman, that journal 
shows that it knows a good man and 
good thing when it sees either.

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BISMARCK’S REWARD. 


Honors Heaped Upen the 
Retiring Chancellor. 


EMPKBOR WILLIAM’S GRATITUDE 


A Dukedom Conferred Upon 
Aged Prince and Divers 
M ilitary Honors.

B e rlin , March 20.—A special edition 
of the Reichsanziger contains imperial 
rescripts cordially thanking Bismarck 
for his services and appointing him 
Duke of Lauenberg, a Colonel-General of 
Cavalry and a Field-Marahal-General 
also appointing Count Herbert Bismarck 
ad interim Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and General Von Caprivi Chancellor and 
Presiden1 of the Prussian Ministry. 
The Ni 'onal Gazette save the Emperor, 
in a long letter to Bismarck, extols his 
services to the state, and expresses 
profound personal gratitude. 
The Kruez Zeitung says General Von 
Caprivi accepted the Chancellorship 
after two weeks’ negotiations. 
Bismarck’s acceptance of the dukedom 
the offer of which from William I. he re 
peatedly declined, has occasioned sur 
prise. 
In the Emperor’s first rescript he says 
acceding to a request made on the 18th 
instant, he granted Bismarck permission 
to retire, hoping confidently that the 
Fatherland will profit in the future, as it 
haB profited in thu past, by his counsel 
energy and faithful devotion. The Em 
peror says he regards it as the most 
providential dispensation of hiB life that 
on several occasions he has had Prince 
Bismarck by his side. What the Prince 
has achieved for Prussia and Germany, 
and what the Prince has been to him 
and his predecessors he will ever pre­ 
serve in grateful remembrance. Bis­ 
marck’s wish and energetic policy of 
peace, by which his majesty is resolved 
to bo guided in the future, being fuliy 
convinced of its correctness, will always 
be remembered abroad, and well de­ 
serves recognition. It is not in the Em­ 
peror’s power to reward Bismarck for 
his services, but as a sign of his lasting 
thanks he confers upon him the dignity 
of l)uko of Lauenberg, and presents him 
a life-size oil painting of himself. 
In the second rescript the Emperor 
thanks Bismarck as a military leader for 
his invaluable services in the armv 
during the time of William I. and to the 
present day, adding, he knows he will be 
at one with the army by retaining Bis­ 
marck in the highest rank by appointing 
him Field-.Vfarshal-General andColonei- 
Geoerai of Cavalry. 
The rescripts abound in affectionate 
expressions of regard and conclude: 
‘God bless you, my dear Prince, and 
grant you many years of untroubled old 
age, brightened by the consciousness of 
duty truly fulfilled.1’ 
Jules Simon had a long talk today 
with Emperor William. At the close of 
the interview the Emperor presented 
Simon the decoration of the order of the 
Red Eagle. In the conrse of the conver­ 
sation the French statesman broached 
tne subject or nre neutralization or 
Alsace-Lorraine, and the Emperor re­ 
plied that it was never too early to dis­ 
cuss a question that concerned the 
friendly relations of Germany and 
France.

The President was in a merry 
and jovial mood, and, of course, he said 
he was willing that the proclamation 
should be photographed for Mr. Lossing

ham Lincoln,’ etc., bat you will notice 
that the last paragraph has the appear­ 
ance of having been written in a tremb­ 
ling and irresolute manner; therefore, 
you might infer that after I had written 
the proclamation I weakened in my good 
resolution and became afraid, but I was 
not afraid a bit. 
It happened this 
way: 
After I had written all the 
proclamation, with the exception of 
the last paragraph, I determined 
that I would not write that and 
sign it until I had thought the matter 
over. In the meantime I held ore of 
my public receptions, during which I 
was obliged to shake hands with two or 
three thousand people, consequently 
when I sat down to write the last para­ 
graph of the proclamation my hand was 
weak and tired and trembled very much 
—indeed, I could scarcely write at all_ 
but I waa not «drain.”

Lossing related 
told me had been repeated to 
him lately by the Rev. Mr. Minor, 
clergyman well acquainted with 
i a j Lincoln s wife, who had ie- 
!ated the Btúrv to him. “ All day long 
the last day of the President’s life,” said 
his wife, “ Mr. Lincoln seemed in the 
most happy and jubilant, mood ; he flitted 
from one portion of the White House to 
another as if he had been a boy of 
twenty, and constantly I heard him sing­ 
ing snatches of songs. Toward evening 
he declared to nao his intention of going 
to the theater, but from this idea I tried 
to dissua-'e him. ‘No, no!’ he Paid, ‘I 
will go. The war is over now, there will 
he no more bloodshed, and I am happy. 
I need a little amusement and I am 
going to the theater to get it.’ ” 
At last, as Mrs. Lincoln found there 
was no dissuading him. r.ho consented to 
accompany her husband to Ford’s opera 
house. Once arrived at the theater she 
said that the President did not appear to 
take the slightest interest in the perform­ 
ance, bnt apparently he was thinking 
deeply upon some subject. At last he 
turned to her and remarked : “ Matv, I 
need rest. I know what we will do; after 
this administration is over we will go 
abroad, where I am personally compara­ 
tively unknown. I would like to travel 
through Europe, and I have a desire to 
visit the Holy Land, and especially 
would I like, as far as po°sibIe, to tread 
the same ground that Jesus trod. I 
would like to walk the streets of 
Jerusalem.” At that moment, before 
the word Jerusalem had scarcely passed 
his lips, the assaesin’s bullet had entered 
his brain. 
Liltle did the President realize when 
he spoke these words that “rest” was 
near.—[Philadelphia News.

The Montano Case Nearing 
Its End. 


HAS THE STATE MADE A CASE? 


Mr. W hite Tries to Get the Case Dis­ 
missed W ithout M aking Any De­ 
fense, But Fails in This. 


W hen th e M ontano case was called 
yesterday m orning th e re w as a large 
n um ber of spectators p resen t as usual. 
M r. H . J . F leishm an, D eputy C ounty 
T reasurer a t th e tim e of th e m aking of 
th e w arran t, was recalled. 
H e said : 
T he p ay m en t of w arran ts on th e dif­ 
ferent school funds w as en tered on w hat 
we call th e cash blotter. 
[H ere w itness 
w as show n au en try of th e w arrant in 
question.] 
H e said : T h a t w arrant was 
cashed late in the afternoon after bank­ 
ing hours. 
I have h ad frequent co n v er­ 
sations w ith M ontano since this m atter 
cam e up. 
H e desired m e to find out, if 
possible, to whom this w arrant was paid, 
an d by w hom . 
As I have answ ered the 
D istrict A ttorney upon several occasions, 
I could n o t state. 
W . W . Seam an was n e x t called. 
He 
teetifíed : I am the C ounty School Su­ 
p erin ten d en t of Los Angeles county. 
I 
held th e office in 1888. 
1 never m ade a 
requisition npon the A uditor of 
this 
county in Ju n e, 1888. for the sum of 
$3,840, payable to G. H Dele van, from 
th e general school fond. 
1 have m ade a 
thorough search of th e records of this 
county and failed to find such a requisi­ 
tion. 
Y es, sir, th ere w ould be a record 
in my office if any such requisition had 
been m ade. 
I keep all requisitions in a 
ledger. 
I have exam ined it thoroughly. 
Jo h n M cCrea, of th e F arm ers and Mer­ 
ch an ts B ank, said : I was teller in 1888 
I never cashed any w arrant on the gen­ 
eral school fand for the sum of $3,840 in 
Ja n e , 1888. 
1 never saw th e w arrant. 
F. P . Sepulveda testified: I am ac­ 
quainted w ith Lauterio and M ontafio. I 
rem em ber when L auterio was absent 
from th e city in 1889. 
I saw M ontafio at 
th a t tim e in th e city h all. 
I saw him 
once or twice a t th e house of F rank 
L auterio about Ju ly of la st year. 
He 
talked w ith m e at th a t tim e. 
H e asked 
m e w here L auterio was. 
He said he 
w anted to see h im , and if 1 knew w here 
he was he w anted to speak w ith h im ; 
th a t he had a secret w ith him . 
The 
n ex t day 1 m et him again and he asked 
m e the sam e questions. 
H e did n o t tell 
m e w hat th e secret w as. 
T here wae 
nothing particular in h is m anner. 
I 
never had any o th er conversations w ith 
him . 
These conversations took place at 
th e office of th e C ity A uditor. 
J. B. Binford testified: I was teller in 
th e F arm ers and M erchants B ank in 
1888. 
I don’t rem em ber of ever having 
seen a w arrant draw n on th e general 
school fund for th e sum of $3.840, No. 
1,712, draw n in favor of G . H . D ale van. 
I never cashed such a w arrant. 
A aron Sm ith testified : 
I am Deputy 
County A uditor. 
Q —Did you ever see th is report of the 
Treasurer of th is county for th e m o zth of 
Ju n e, 1888. 
A —T his is not th e T reasu rer's report. 
I t is m erely a copy of th e paid or can­ 
celed w arrants. 
Q — W ho c h e o k ed o f f th e s e w a rra n ts ? 
A. M r. B lackburn and m yself. 
Q.— For w hat purpose did you check 
off t íese w arran ts? 
A .—For the purpose of tracing up lost 
or m issing w arrants. 
J . M. Elliott testified: I am cashier of 
the F irst N ational Bank. I aui acquainted 
w itll the defendant. 
[W itness sh^w n a 
statem ent.] 
T his is a statem ent of th e 
m oneys deposited and draw n out of our 
ban k by A. A. MoDtafio. 
On July 13, 
1888, it 
show s S by 
th is 
docum ent 
th a t M ontafio 
deposited 
$3,700. 
It 
w as a new account. 
To th e best of my 
know ledge and belief th is is a true ac­ 
count of a transaction betw een A. A. 
M ontafio and th e F irst N ational Bank on 
Ju ly 13. 1888. 
Q —W hat do you m ean by a new ac­ 
co u n t? 
A .—Not th a t he had h ad no previous 
account w ith the bank, but th a t this d e­ 
posit was to be a new and special entry 
upon our books. 
It was in gold. 
To the 
best of my know ledge and belief this 
pap er is a correct transcript of th e rec­ 
ords of the books of th a t date. 
I have 
seen it before, b u t have not com pared it 
w ith th e books. 
E . T. W right testified : Am acquainted 
w ith th e defendant. 
O n or about July 
18, 1888, I sold h im tw o lots. 
H e gave 
m e $1,000, a check for $1,300 and some 
gold. 
I th in k th e check was on tne 
F irst N ational B ank. 
I got th e check on 
th e 20th of Ju ly . 
I t w as for $1,350. 
I 
h ad no other transaction w ith th e de­ 
fen d an t during th a t m onth. 
Cross exam ined—F ully a m onth be­ 
fore this transaction I accom panied him 
to S anta M onica, and he told m e th a t be 
expected som e m oney. 
I believe that 
h e said th a t th e m oney h e expected was 
from the Q uim by ranch. 
W . R . B lackm an testified: 
I have 
been engaged in th e business of expert 
accountant for about tw enty years. 
I 
have exported considerably on th e books 
of county officers. 1 am acquainted w ith 
th e defendant. 
In 1888 I m ade an e x ­ 
p ert exam ination of th e C ounty A uditor’s 
books. 
I m ade tw o, one in D ecem bar, 
1888, at th e instigation of th e B oard of 
Supervisors. I did not exam ine th e paid 
w arrants. My clerk discovered th e m iss­ 
ing w arrant. 
D istrict A ttorney K elly te stifie d : I 
am acquainted w ith th e defendant. 
I 
h ad a conversation w ith h im during the 
m onth of A ugust, la st sum m er. 
W e had 
had several conversations in regard to 
th is w arrant. 
I asked h im if he pro­ 
posed to m ake th e m oney good. 
H e re­ 
p lied: 
" I guess n o t. 
I will spend 
m oney to fight th e case.” 
C ross-exam ined.—1 hav e not instituted 
proceedings ag ainst thu bondsm en for th e 
reason th at they had inform ed one of my 
deputies th a t th ey w ould settle th e m at­ 
ter. 
One of m y deputies, M r. M arble, 
told m e th a t one of th e previous judges 
h ad auked him not to prosecute M ontafio 
in a civil suit for th e reason th a t his 
bondsm en would settle. 
Q —Did you not say to M ontafio in 
th a t conversation th a t if h e was going to 
fight the caBe you w ould m ake it so 
g— d— hot for him th a t h e would wish 
he h ad n ’t? 
A.—No, s ir ; I am n o t in th e h ab it of 
sw earing th a t way. 
W hat I did say was 
th a t if he was going^to m ake a fight, th e 
State was ready to m aintain its rights. 
C. B. M iller, clerk for M r. Blackm an, 
was then called, and upon his attention 
being called to th e so-called T reasurer’s 
report on 
paid 
w arrants, and asked 
w hy the w arrant No. 1,712, calling for 
$3,840, was not checked off, answ ered, 
because th e w arrant was m issing. 
Q.-—W hen did you discover it was 
m issing. 
A.—In March, 1889. 
Upon cross-examination the witness 


stated that Lanterio was still in the Au­ 
ditor’s office as late as March, 1889, and 
be was not positive as to whether it was 
L auterio or not who gave him th e books. 
F ran k Lauterio, recalled by the de­ 
fense, said : 
I know Cy. Lyons, who is a 
term trial juror. 
H e visited m e in th e 
county jail. 
I don’t rem em ber telling 
him th a t I knew nothing w hatever about 
this w arrant. 
I m et him in a saloon in 
the Tem ple block. 
I do not rem em ber
